The smallpox outbreak at Key West, Fla. 


Key WEsT, FLA., July 21, 1896. 


Str: I have the honor to report as follows, upon the epidemic of 
smallpox at this port and the measures taken to meet the same. I found 
upon my arrival a total of 27 cases and 7 deaths. Two new cases have 
occurred since and an additional case came under consideration to-day. 
Dr. Porter and I will endeavor to make diagnosis to-morrow on this 
last. One patient in a Cuban family is a white child. All others are 
negroes and are almost without exception in close, squalid, and illy 
ventilated quarters, which by reason of their proximity to others, being 
separated only by unsubstantial board fences, can not under any con- 
ceivable circumstances be efficiently isolated from other houses. Fully 
three-fourths of these people are desquamating, and being nearly well 
are chafing under restraint and will most probably invade other premi- 
ses in secret. Indeed, they probably have done so, as the case reported 
to-day is in a heretofore uninfected house. 

As stated in my telegram of 20th, Passed Assistant Surgeon Guitéras 
had already turned over to State Health Officer J. Y. Porter the 25 tents 
_ Sent from New York, and upon my arrival I found a camp provided 

ma * * 4 

The hospital, a spacious, airy building, well located and finely adapted 
for either smallpox or yellow fever, is very nearly ready (probably two 
days more work will complete it) and the tents were fully ready on 
Friday. 17th instant, when Dr. Porter called upon the mayor to place 
the sick and suspected in camp. This was not done, the attempt result- 
ing in the assembly of a mob and the imminent danger of riot. He then 
ordered the sheriff to carry out the law, but that officer made no attempt 
to do so. 

Dr. Porter then decided that the city must guard, feed, nurse, and 
treat her own sick; and that his duty to the State was paramount to 
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all other, and therefore he should quarantine Key West until Key West 
should come to reason and allow these people to be placed where they 
would do no further harm. He took what I consider the just ground, 
that the State ought not to be expected to maintain fourteen distinct 
pest centers in the city limits at a large cost, when it had already pro- 
vided one which was competent to care for all, and allow the rapid dis- 
infection of all the infected spots. * * * 

As to my own part in the matter, I beg to state that under your 
instructions I informed Dr. Porter that I would equip and run the 
camp, with résult as above stated. I have visited the cases, and studied 
the situation, and am convinced that it will be a long-drawn-out epidemic 
if anything so ill-advised as allowing cases to remain at home is 
attempted. In my first interview with Dr. Porter, I advised house-to- 
house inspection and vaccination. * * * The very peculiar popula- 
tion, representing all parts of the world, and the Latin and African races 
very largely in the majority, renders such systematic work as might be 
easily done in other States very difficult here. I beg to report that I 
borrowed the launch Gamma of Passed Assistant Surgeon Guitéras yes- 
terday, and manning her, made an inspection, with Dr. Porter, of two 
outlying keys where smallpox was said to exist, but the report was 
false. * * * 

I shall report every occurrence of importance by wire.

KEY WEST, FLA., July 25, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that upon request of Dr. Joseph Y. 
Porter, State health officer of Florida, I this day assumed the com- 
mand and expenses of the smallpox camp heretofore established under 
the name of ‘‘Camp Patterson.”” * * * 

Dr. Porter found that the cleansing of the city and hunting out of 
new cases would occupy all means at his disposal, and hence requested 
me to-day to accept the charge in accordance with original offer which 
I made him in behalf of this service. There have been no new foci of 
diseases since my arrival on July 14, but several new cases have occurred. 
One discovered to-day adds no little to our perplexities. A small negro 
boy ran away from home one week ago, and returned last night with 
well marked variola discreta. No clue can be obtained as to the where- 
abouts of this boy during the past week, and the eruption is apparently 
in the fourth or fifth day. 

All the cases and all the suspects so far known are at the camp at 
this writing, save three families, and two of these will be so placed this 
evening, and the other to-morrow morning. 

The State has outfitted camp and will bear that expense, so that there 
will be no question of property to attend to at the close. As stated in 
my telegram to-day, I will buy a few suits of cheap clothing to facilitate 
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the discharge of persons, and these can be returned and disinfected if 
the bureau so elect, and I ask instruction on this point. I submit nomi- 
nations of guards and cooks in another letter and will submit those for 
nurses to-morrow. 

Failing the occurrence of new foci, and this at present seems unlikely, 
I believe I will be able to announce the closure of the camp in one 
month. 

The battle ship Maine has, by means of launches, patrolled the harbor 
and returned all nonvaccinated crews, and the value of this service, in 
conjunction with similar work done by the Florida health board steamer 
Germ, has been very great in enforcing vaccination. Hundreds who 
were dodging vaccination have been reached thereby. 

So much of revaccination has been done that I consider the result worth 
what the epidemic has cost in the way of future immunity, and the 
quarantining of the island has tended to make vaccination popular and 
to turn public opinion in the direction of favoring the camp—two excel- 
lent results, which, in my opinion, fully justify the enforcement of it 
by Dr. Porter. 

Every endeavor will be made, both in the city and at the camp, to 
bring matters to a conclusion at the earliest moment. * * *

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BRAZIL. 
Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 


RIo DE JANEIRO, June 23, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended June 
20, 1896. 

There were 10 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 8; 10 
from yellow fever, an increase of 3; 1 from smallpox, a decrease of 4; 
12 from beriberi, an increase of 1; 6 from enteric fever, an increase of 
4; 43 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 13; 1 from whooping cough and 
none from influenza; 1 in the foregoing week. From all causes there 
were 285 deaths, an increase of 1. 

The health of the town is good; in fact, as good as it ever is, notwith- 
standing the few cases of yellow fever and smallpox reported. These 
diseases are almost always to be found here. I can not account for the 
slight increase in yellow fever and accesso pernicioso, which probably 
means nothing. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been visited or 
received bills of health from this office: June 18, bark North Star, Brit- 
ish, for Guam; June 19, bark Benjamin I. Hunt, American, for Buen 
Agra, West Indies; June 20, steamship Wordsworth, Belgian, for New 
York, and bark D. Pedro II, American, for Baltimore, Md.

Rio DE JANEIRO, June 22, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
June 27, 1896: 

There were 9 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 1; 7 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 3; 3 from smallpox, an increase of 2; 6 from 
beriberi, a decrease of 6; 2 from enteric fever, a decrease of 4; 32 from 
tuberculosis, a decrease of 11; and none from whooping cough, one in 
the foregoing week. From all causes there were 262 deaths, a decrease 
of 23. A very good showing for this week; in fact, it is rarely that as 
good a report can be had here. A telegram in the morning’s paper 
states that smallpox and fevers of a bad type are very rife in Natal in 
Rio Grande de Norte. 

Since last report, the following-named ships have been visited or 
received bills of health from this office: June 25, British bark Dalhanna, 
for Portland, Me.; German steamship Capua, for New York; British 
steamship Ethiopia, for New Orleans, La., and Italian bark Angelo, for 
Mobile, Ala. June 27, American ship Eureka, for Philadelphia, Pa.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Copies of sanitary reports to the Louisiana State board of health, 
forwarded by Surgeon H. W. Sawtelle, United States Marine-Hospital 
Service, at New Orleans, show that the following-named ports in Central 
America were free from infectious or contagious disease on the dates 
specified, viz: Bluefields, Nicaragua, June 28 ; La Ceiba, Spanish Hou- 
duras, July 1; Port Limon, Costa Rica, July 2; Puerto Cortez, Spanish 
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Honduras, July 1; Colon, Colombia, June 23 ; Bocas del Toro, Colombia, 
June 28; and Belize, British Colombia, July, 3. 


CUBA. 
‘ellow fever and smallpox in Cuban seaports. 


Under date of July 11 the United States consul at Cardenas reports 
that during the two weeks ended July 20 there were 22 cases of yellow 
fever and 9 deaths therefrom in that city. 

The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports 12 deaths from yellow 
fever and 56 deaths from smallpox in Cienfuegos during the week 
ended July 19. 

The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports that there 
were 24 deaths in that city from yellow fever during the week ended 
July 23. 

The United States consul at Matanzas reports that during the week 
ended July 15 there was 1 fatal case of smallpox in Matanzas and over 
100 cases of yellow fever, with 46 deaths from that disease. 

He states that yellow fever is confined tothe Spanish troops. No cases 
in the harbor; hospitals overcrowded. 

July 13, the United consul at Sagua la Grande reports 124 cases and 
15 deaths from yellow fever during the two weeks ended July 18. 


Mortality report of Santiago. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18, 1896. 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that the sanitary condition of 
Santiago de Cuba for the week ended July 18 has by no means improved, 
the total number of deaths reaching 118. Of these, there were 25 from 
yellow fever, 40 from smallpox, 5 from remittent fever, 12 from tuber- 
culosis, 1 from diphtheria, 5 from enteritis, 7 from dysentery, and the 
rest from common diseases of noncontagious character. 

Yellow fever is becoming very frequent among the soldiers, and there 
are now over 100 cases under treatment at the military hospital. The 
disease has taken a most malignant type, and death is the invariable 
result in all the cases. Smallpox is also increasing, and the high tem- 
perature experienced within the last few weeks seems favorable to the 
development of the disease. 

Malaria also abounds to a more or less extent, the remittent type of 
the fever predominating. Diarrhea is very common, especially in chil- 
dren, under the form of cholera infantum and entero-colitis.

JAPAN, 
Reports of the prevalence of infectious diseases in Japan, 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, June 24, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to inform you that since June 17, the date of 
my last report, cholera has occurred in Japan, as given below, all cases 
67 
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returned being undoubted and in nearly every case bacteriologically 
examined : Kioto Fu, 1 case, 1 death ; Hiogo Ken, 2 cases, no deaths ; 
Kagawa Ken, 1 case, no deaths; Kanagawa Ken (Yokohama), 1 case, 
1 death; Miyagi Ken, 2 cases, 2 deaths; Shidzuoka Ken, 1 case, no 
deaths ; Yamaguchi Ken, 1 ease, 1 death ; Yehime Ken, 1 case, no deaths. 

The sanitary officers are straining every resource to prevent the dis- 
ease from becoming epidemic, and, so far, their efforts have been remark- 
ably successful. 

Relapsing fever continues to spread, the kens of Ishikawa, Yama- 
guchi, and Yehime having been invaded since my last report, the last 
very extensively. Spirillum fever is now epidemic in fifteen kens or 
provinces, and in the three great cities or fu. 

The enormous destruction of life in the districts on the northeast 
coast, caused by the tidal (earthquake) wave on June 15, to which not 
less in all probability than 30,000 people fell victims, with the accom- 
panying annihilation of crops and supplies, is but too likely to give rise 
to, or at least to favor, the development of epidemic disease. The 
country is so nearly depopulated and labor so difficult to obtain within 
a reasonable distance that thousands of corpses are still unburied, while 
the survivors of the calamity are almost starving, despite the efforts of 
government and private benevolence for the relief and sanitation of the 
districts affected.

YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, July 3, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to forward the following report of the occur- 
rence of infectious disease in Japan since the date of my last return, 
June 24th: Cholera, Kioto Fu, 1 case, no deaths; Tokyo Fu, 19 cases, 
4 deaths ; Fukuoka Ken, 14 cases, no reported deaths ; Ishikawa Ken, 2 
cases, no deaths; Kanagawa Ken, 4 cases, 3 deaths (2 in Yokohama) ; 
Okayama Ken, 1 case, no deaths; Saitama Ken, 1 case, no deaths ; 
Shidzuoka Ken, 1 case, no deaths; Yamanashi Ken, 3 cases, no 
deaths. 

There is an unusual amount and wide distribution of smallpox, 
especially for the present season of the year. Cases are reported as 
follows: Tokyo Fu, 19 cases. no deaths; Awomori Ken, 1 case, no 
deaths ; Chiba Ken, 1 case, no deaths ; Hiogo Ken, 41 cases, 18 deaths 
(includes Kobe); Hiroshima Ken, 8 cases, 5 deaths; Kanagawa Ken, 
2 cases, 1 death ; Okayama Ken, 1 case, no deaths; Saitama Ken, 2 
cases, 1 death ; Yehime Ken, 4 cases, no deaths. 

I have no returns of relapsing fever since those already forwarded. 
It is, however, steadily increasing, and affecting a larger territory. 
Epidemic dysentery has recently appeared, chiefly in the southern 
provinces, but of this, also, I have no returns.

MEXICO, 


One case of yellow fever in Acapulco. 


Under date of July 19 the United States consul at Acapuleo reports 
that during the week ended July 18 there was 1 case of yellow fever 
in that city. He writes as follows: 
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One case developed here three days ago that was pronounced yellow 
fever by the port health officer. The man was removed to the pest- 
house, 4 miles out, and is isolated on an island. It is not epidemic 
here yet. This is the only case reported. 


Yellow fever in Vera Cruz. 


The United States consul at Vera Cruz reports by telegraph that yel- 
low fever was present in Vera Cruz on July 28. 


No yellow fever in Progresso. 


PROGRESSO, July 21, 1896. 

Sir: I beg to acknowledge receipt of your communication, dated 
Washington, June 29 last. 

As regards the presence of yellow fever at Progresso I beg to state 
there has not been 1 case this season, and the total number of deaths 
registered the first seventeen days of July was 12 from all causes, in- 
cluding 1 by accident, this in a population of nearly 6,000 is sufficient 
reason for clean bills of health issued from this port from January up 
to the present of 1896.

PERU. 
Smallpox in Lima and Callao. 


Under date of June 24 the United States consul at Callao reports as 
follows: 


The deaths from smallpox for the two preceding weeks (14), added 
to this report, makes a total of 43 deaths from smallpox in Callao in 
three weeks ended June 21. Over 400 cases of smallpox in various 
stages are unofficially reported in Callao. 

The situation is scarcely better in Lima. , 

In view of the great spread of smallpox, I am instructing masters of 
all vessels clearing for United States ports to vaccinate crews and 
passengers. 


PUERTO RICO, 
Smallpox and yellow fever cases in Puerto Rico. 


Under date of June 30 the United States consul at San Juan reports 
as follows: 

One case of yellow fever in city. On June 30 there were 7 cases 
of yellow fever in the military hospital, confined to soldiers, and 1 
case of smallpox from Santiago de Cuba. No cases of smallpox and 
fever in the city at present to my knowledge. There is and has been 
smallpox on the island since the general epidemic of 1894, but the city 
has been comparatively free from it. The cases which have existed 
here during the last two months have been brought from Cuba and are 
of the worst type of the disease, and * * * _ the disease bids 
fair to take epidemic form soon. There is less yellow fever in the city 
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and military barracks than last year at thistime. This is due to the fact 
that the troops, most of whom have been in the island for a year at least, 
have been scattered at the beginning of the sickly season in the interior 
and along the coasts ; as a consequence, some of the coast towns have 
had more fever this year than for many past years.

Esti- 
mated population, 686,813. Total deaths, 1,010, including yellow fever, 
3 (brought from Rio); smallpox, 23; enteric fever, 21; scarlet fever, 33; 
diphtheria, 21, and whooping cough, 2. 

BAHAMAS— Dunmore Town.—Two weeks ended July 17, 1896. Esti- 
mated population, 1,472. One death. No death from contagious dis- 
ease. ° 

Governors Harbor.—Two weeks ended July 18, 1896. Estimated 
population, 1,500. No deaths. 

CuBbA—Habana.—Under date of July 25, 1896, the United States 
sanitary inspector reports as follows: 

There were 229 deaths in this city during the week ended July 25, 
1896. Twenty-four of those deaths were caused by yellow fever with 
approximately 60 new cases, 10 were caused by enteric fever, 5 by 
so-called pernicious fever, 5 by paludal fever, 3 by dysentery, 16 by 
enteritis, 20 by smallpox, 4 by measles, 2 by pneumonia, and 37 by 
tuberculosis. 

Of the 24 deaths of vellow fever 15 occurred among the Spanish 
troops in the military hospital. 

Green Turtle Cay—Abaco.—Two weeks ended July 17, 1896. Esti- 
mated population, 3,900. No deaths. 

BERMUDA.—Two weeks ended July 17, 1896. Estimated population, 
15,013. One death. No death from contagious disease. 

FRANCE—Roubaix.—Month of June, 1896. Estimated population, 
124,000. Total deaths, 186, including diphtheria, 2; measles, 8, and 
whooping cough, 1. 

GREAT BrITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended July 11, cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 19.9 a thousand of the aggregate popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 10,846,971. The highest rate was recorded 
in Sheffield, viz, 24.5 and the lowest in Swansea, viz, 10.6 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand seven hundred and seventy deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 62; scarlet fever, 11; 
diphtheria, 47; whooping cough, 54; enteric fever, 6, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 208. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 17.9a thousand. In greater London 2,202 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 18.6 a thousand of the population. 
In the ‘‘outer ring’”’ the deaths included 13 from diphtheria, 16 from 
measles, 18 from whooping cough, and 1 from scarlet fever. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
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registered during the week ended July 11 in the 16 principal town dis- 
tricts of Ireland was 22.6 athousand of the population. The lowest rate 
was recorded in Kilkenny, viz, 4.7, and the highest in Wexford, viz, 
31.6 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 170 deaths were registered, 
including scarlet fever, 1; whooping cough, 7, and enteric fever, 1. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended July 11 correspond to an annual rate of 18.8 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 14.9, and the highest in Greenock, viz, 
21 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths reyistered from all 
causes was 549, including scarlet fever, 9; measles, 39, and whooping 
cough, 15. 

MExIco—Tampico.—Month of June, 1896. Estimated population, 
7,000. Total deaths, 42, including phthisis pulmonalis, 3, and 1 from 
smallpox. 

PUERTO Rico—San Juan.—Months of May and June, 1896. Esti- 
mated population, 30,000. Total deaths, not reported. There were 29 
cases of yellow fever and 5 deaths, and 2 cases of smallpox and 1 death. 

St. HELENA.—Four weeks ended June 13, 1896. Estimated popula- 
tion, 3,600. Total deaths, 4. No deaths from contagious diseases. 

West INDIES—St. Thomas.—Three months ended March, 1896. —_ Esti- 
mated population, 12,019. Total deaths, 86, including phthisis pulmo- 
malis, 20.
